York, were similarly threatened.

shivered in freezing temperatures.

Dakotas, with readings near zero, 
were the coldest spots. Snow fell 
in several states, notably Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Ver- 
mont and upstate New York. 


Brief blizzards swept Pennsyl-

of the sunken ship. 
The submarine, 1-63, is at the 
bottom of Bungo Straits. 100 miles 
southwest of Tokyo, in 390 feet of 
water. F.fforts still are being made 
to salvage her. 
Six oflicers on the bridge of the 
11-63 leaped into the sea and saved 
themselves w’hen the submarine 
1-16 plowed into her side during 
maneuvers. All the other crewmen 
were lost. 
"E arly in the morning of Feb­ 
ruary 2 during maneuvers, the 


1-63 was stationary on the su r­ 
face," the admiralty report said. 
"Vis.bility was extremely lim ited 
and heavy seas were running. The 
1-16, approaching rapidly, w as un­ 
able to see far ahead owing to the 
waves washing over the conning 
tower.’’ 
The report said that the 1-16 s 
bow struck the 1-63 squarely am id­ 
ships and apparently pierced all 
walls of her hull. 
"The crew tried to close the 
hatches but there was not time. 
The ship sank at once and is still 
unraised ow’ing to the strong cur­ 
rent.”

"Vaccination that takes, leaving 
a good scar is usually good for a 
lifetime” said Dr. L. K. Sanford, 
health officer, in reply to questions 
this morning as to w hether those 
wdio have been vaccinated in past 
years should tie again vaccinated 
against smallpox. 
Dr. Sanford based his opinion 
on the results of vaccination as 
shown in the outbreak of small­ 
pox in Kingston in 1931 when 35 
eases of the disease w ere reported 
here. There were no deaths from 
the disease. 
Members of the family in which 
a smallpox case developed were 
not stricken if they had been vae- 
i cinated. 
Some of the older folk 
in the families were vaccinated 
in childhood. 
Dr. Sanford said th at judging 
from results of vaccination in the 
1931 outbreak that it was potent 
for a good many years. 
He said 
that some 
authorities 
believed 
that a person should be vaccinated 
every seven years, but in his ex­ 
perience he found, if a person had 
IX on \ accmated and i* had t ikei 
the second time he w as vaccin­ 
ated it rarely left a scar. 
Dr. Sanford was health oflicer 
during the 1931 outbreak and said

"Vaccination thai takes, leaving 


a good scar is usually good for a 
lifetime" said Dr. L. E. Sanford, 
health officer, in reply to questions 
this morning as to whether those 
who have been vaccinated in past 
years should be again vaccinated 
against smallpox. 


Dr. Sanford based his opinion 


on the results of vaccination as 
shown in the outbreak of small- 
pox in Kingston in 1931 when 35 
cases of the disease were reported 
here. There were no deaths from 
the disease. 


Members of the family in whicli 


a smallpox case developed wore 
not stricken if they had been vac- 
cinated. Some of the older folk 
in the families were vaccinated 
in childhood. 


Dr. Sanford said that judging 


from results of vaccination in the 
1931 outbreak that it was potent 
for a good many years. He said 
that some 
authorities 
believed 


that a person should be vaccinated 
every seven years, but in his ex- 
perience he found, if a person had 
been vaccinated and it had taken, 
the second time he was vaccin- 
ated it rarely left a scar. 


Dr. Sanford was health officer 


during the 1931 outbreak and said 
that the first 
cases originated 


among some negroes employed on 
local brickyards. 
The 
outbreak 


in March of that year when 27 
cases were reported. It was fol- 
lowed by 6 cases in April, and one 
each in'May and June, making a 
total of 35 cases in the city. 


As soon as it was discovered 


that there were cases of smallpox 


in the city prompt steps were j 
taken to check the spread.

Vaccination of students in the 


public schools was made compul- 
sory, and Dr. Sanford said that 
approximately 7,000 residents of 
Kingston, including school child- 
ren, 
were 
vaccinated. 
Every 


child attending school who had 
not been 
previously 
vaccinated 


was compelled to be vaccinated, 
and some 2,500 children were im- 
munized as a result of the out- 
break. 


Since 1931 there has not been 


a case of smallpox reported in 
Kingston. 


At the health board meeting 


Tuesday evening the board urged 


I all residents of the city who had 
not been vaccinated to have it 


I done. Attention was called to the 
free weekly clinics held 
in 
the 


board rooms every Tuesday after- 
noon from 3 to 4 o'clock when Dr. 
Sanford vaccinates all who desire 
it. 


Dr. Sanford said last Tuesday 


afternoon so many 
applied

vaccination that the supply of vac- 
cine ran out, but he would have 
a plentiful supply on hand for 
next Tuesday.

Some persons are naturally endowed with 
those qualities we deline as “leadership,” 
often vague in implication but unm istakable 
have become accustomed.

TRAVEL 
W hether general business in America this 
sum m er is to be good or poor, sign.* indicate 
that one industry at least is likely to thrive. 
That is the travel industry. 
There is likely to be less than normal tra­ 
vel to Europe, because of the war scare.

the sam e reason there will not be much travel 
to the Orient. 
But there will probably be 
more in this hemisphere, and particularly on 
this continent, by land and water, than ever 
before. 
Our internal and adjacent waters are a l­ 
w ays inviting.

month in its annual early diagnosis cam ­ 
paign. E ight out of ten persons, it tells us, 
when adm itted to sanatoria, are in an ad­ 
vanced stage of the disease. Advanced tuber­ 
culosis is difficult, often impossible, to cure. 
Find early tuberculosis, says the association. 
A few years ago the federal governm ent 
sought to dispel popular prejudice against 
fingerprinting as a m easure beneficial to the 
public. 
B y newspapers, radio and lectures 
n sought to w ipe out I hat prejudice, pointing 
out (hat fingerprints w ere the only certain 
m ethods oi personal identification. 
The cam paign brought no results until the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation appealed to 
leaders of communities. 
B y hundreds they 
responded, voluntarily subm itting to finger­ 
print recording. These leaders—mayors, pas­ 
tors, business and professional men of local 
standing— set an exam ple that stim ulated 
public action. 
Today the governm ent has ! 
more than 
1,.'300,000 non-criminal finger- I 
prints on record, all voluntarily given, the 
n ull not mj much of an educational cam ­ 
paign hut of example. 
The average citizen is apathetic unless 
faced with an immediate threat to his well- 
being, his security, the w elfare of his fam ily, 
li rarely, it ever, occurs to him to he fore­ 
armed to meet the undercover activities of 
an advancing foe. Early tuberculosis is dif­ 
ficult to find, hut it is usually easy to cure. 
It has no outward signs. 
Its first ravages 
i. ay he detected by X -ray exam ination. In 
the interest of his own health the average 
citizen and his family, especially those chil­ 
dren over fifteen, should present them selves 
to the lam ily doctor, to hospital or clinic for 
proof, through the X-ray, that even early 
tuberculosis is not present. 
But the average citizen, being human, is 
most likely to -fit back and w ait for som eone 
else to go first. That is w here the need for 
leadership com es in, leadership with a keen 
sense oi public duty. Let each leader in the 
com m unity respond to this plea for coura­ 
geous exam ple, marshal his forces and set 
forth at the head oi his follow ers in a deter- 
i n ‘d offensive against this disease to help 
find early tuberculosis.

And every year the facilities for 
seeing and enjoying it are better.

PAIN IN T H E H E A D 


In m y stu d e n t days I w itn essed a most p ro lon g­ 
ed 3nd difficult op eratio n for th e rem o val of a sm all 
nerve bundle t h a t w as causing un b earab le pain in 
the head an d side of tho face. T h is is know n as T ic 
D o lo reux o r trifacial neuralgia. T h e o p eratio n w a s 
justified because only m orphine could deaden the 
pain. 
T o d ay tins o p eratio n is not in use to the sa m e 
ex td b t as th e n erv e supplying th e side of the head 
an d face can now be injected w ith alcohol an d o th e r 
su b stan ces an d th e p atient k e p t free of pain for 
m o n th s a n d so m e tim es for y ears. T h e re is thus no 
fe a r of form ing th e drug habit. 
A n o th er pain a t side of h e a d a n d face is m ig ­ 
raine, believed to be due in p a r t to m en tal or p h y ­ 
sical overw ork. T h e use of c r g o ta m in c t a r t r a t e is 
now hav in g success in most of th e s e cases. P ain at 
the v ery top ot th e head giving th e lccling of a 
tig h t b a n d — n e u ra s th e n ia --is usu ally due to m e n ta l 
an d physical tiredn ess, also. 
P ain in th e fo reh e ad im m ed iately in or above 
th e eye? is u su ally due to e y estrain ; if pain is up ,i 
little h ig her on th e forehead it is likely due to sinus 
tro u ble If half w a y up forehead, it is usually due to 
digestive d istu rb an ces, as is also p a in a t back of 
head.

' Is on Increase 


Scientist* Generally Agree 
Atom Warfare Peps Up 
Rays cf Sun. 


PHILADELPHIA.—The sun will 
n ot start to cool ofT for at l e a s t an- 
other 10.000,OC'0,000 years, according 
to a symposiurr <"f scientists held 
h ere jointly by the American Phil­ 
osophical society and the Franklin 
institute. 
The >rb has lasted at least 5 000,- 
00.1,000 years ant i ,rl,,.ps 100.000,- 
000,000 j cars, and avoids burning it­ 
self out by utilu .ng the cores of car­ 
bon atoms, the scientists were told. 
Dr Henry Norris Russell, profcs- 
s ir of a tronomy and director of the 
Princeton 
university 
observatory, 
explained the theory developed by 
Dr. Hans Albrecht Bethe, former 
professor at the University of Mu­ 
nich and now professor of physics 
at Cornell university. 
Sun Absorbs l ucrev. 


Briefly stated in lay terms, Doc­ 
tor B e tb es theory ho. Is that while 
earthly creatures consume the out­ 
side of carbon atoms with oxygen, 
the sun absorbs the energy from the 
co res of the atoms. 
Carbon, it was 
•x p la ned, is the basic constituent 
of all matter. 
V ariare Gives Off Energy. 
♦ 
Doctor Bethe’s theory found that 
on the sun atnrns of hydrogen and 
carbon 
bombard" each other until 
a nitrogen atom results. 
The nitro­ 
gen is further bombarded by hydro­ 
gen and helium follows. 
The proc­ 
es s continues until the helium ends 
as carbon again. 
While ihe little warfare of the 
atom s progresses, the scientists ex ­ 
plained, energy is given off. 
The atomic energy contained in 
• sugar cube. Doctor Russell said, 
could drive a transatlantic liner to 
Europe and back, if it were proper­ 
ly harnessed. 
He used the illustra­ 
tion to demonstrate how much en­ 
ergy must be created to supply the 
heat given off by the sun. 
To supply the sun's heat for one 
second, he explained. 10.000 000 000,- 
000 000 (ten mllion billion» tons of 
coal would have to be burned. 
If 
the sun were burning itself up, as 
earlier theories held, he asserted, it 
would have lasted only 6.40') years. 
He estimated the sun’s loss of en­ 
ergy at 4.200 000 tons per second. 
Theory Fits Data. 


Doctor 
Bethe s 
theory 
fits 
all 
available data, and has been ac­ 
cepted by many scientists as the 
answer to how the sun manages to 
continue its heat and life giving ex ­ 
istence. 
Further, Doctor Russell, expand- 
in f on the Bethe theory, found that 
the sun is gradually growing more 
luminous and the earth’* tempera­ 
ture will increase about 1 degree 
F ahrenheit in 100.000,000 years. 
E\entually, he said, the torrid and 
tem perate zones of the earth will be 
unlivable from the heat, and the 
population, some millions of years 
from now, will b* found only at the 
North and South poles. 
Other findings of the symposium 
brought out that the earth, Venus 
and Mars, while millions of miles 
a^art, have a common elem en t- 
iron—as their core. 
Mercury and the moon, on the 
other hand, have centers of solid 
rock. 
The earth and the sun have the 
sam e elements 
i common, in al­ 
m ost identical proportion*, except 
for hydrogen and helium, which fire 
m ore abundant on the sun. 
The atmosphere of the sun is al­ 
m ost chemically purr hydrogen. 
The temperature at the center of 
the sun is 7,4C 
,»0 degrees.

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LEADERS WHO LEAD 


Some persons are naturally endowed with 


(hose qualities \vc delinc as "leadership," 
often vague in implication but unmistakable 
in result. This natural-born leadership from 
time immemorial has exerted its influence 
upon society's units from community to 
nation. 


It is to these leaders that the Ulster Coun- 


ty Tuberculosis Association appeals this 
month in its annual early diagnosis cam- 
paign. Eight out of ten persons, it tells us, 
when admitted to sanatoria, are in an ad- 
vanced stage of the disease. Advanced tuber- 
culosis is difficult, often impossible, to cure. 
Find early tuberculosis, says the association. 


A few years ago the federal government 


sought to dispel popular prejudice against 
fingerprinting as a measure beneficial to the 
public. By newspapers, radio and lectures 
it sought to wipe out that prejudice, pointing 
out that fingerprints were the only certain 
methods of personal identification. 


The campaign brought no results until the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation appealed to 
leaders of communities. By hundreds they 
responded, voluntarily submitting to finger- 
print recording. These leaders—mayors, pas- 
tors, business and professional men of local 
standing—set an example that stimulated 
public action. Today the government has 
inure than 
1,5UO,OUU non-criminal finger- 


prints on record, all voluntarily given, the 
result not so much of an educational cam- 
paign but of example. 


The average citizen is apathetic unless 


faced with an immediate threat to his well- 
being, his security, the welfare of his family. 
It rarely, if ever, occurs to him to be fore- 
armed to meet I he undercover activities of 
an advancing foe. Early tuberculosis is dif- 
ficult to find, but it. is usually easy to cure. 
It has no ouhvard signs. Its first ravages 
i\ uy be detected by X-ray examination. In 
the interest of his own health the average 
citizen and his family, especially those chil- 
drrn o\cr fifteen, should present themselves 
lo the family doctor, to hospital or clinic for 
proof, through the X-ray, that even early 
tuberculosis is not present. 


But the average citizen, being human, is 


most likely to sit back and wait for someone 
else to go first. That is where the need for 
leadership comes in, leadership with a keen 
sense of public duly. Lei each leader in the

In my student days I \\itncsscd a most prolong- 


ed and difficult, operation for the removal ot a small 
nerve bundle that was causing unbearable pain in 
the head and hide of the face.

raine, believed to be due in part to menial or phy- 
sical overwork. The use of crgotaminc tarlralc is 
now having success in most of these cases. Pain at 
the very top of the head giving I he fcelinj; of a 
tight band—neurasthenia—is usually due to mental 
and physical tiredness, also. 


Pain in the forehead immediately in or above 


the eyes is usually due to eycstrain; if pain is up .1 
little higher on the forehead it is likely due lo sinus 
trouble. If half way up forehead, it is usually due to 
digestive disturbances, as is also pain at bach of 
head.

ing upper and lower Jaw may be clue lo mumps or 
car disturbance but another cause for pain in I his 
region is reported by Drs. K. C. Ernst pntl J. B. 
Costcn. in Radiology. These physicians report that 
the removal of teeth from the upper or lov.-.-r i,-v. 
can cause pain about the ear, or up to lop of head, 
about the eye, and aHig I he border of Hie tongue. 
"Burning of the tongue lollows, and the patient 
lives in dread of cancer." The pain is caused by 
pressure on the iwivc supplying the CHI- u;ul siiln 
of the head ns it passes over the join: ret wren upper 
and lower jaw bones. Relief is obtained by proper 
bridgework or other methods by which the dentist 
can bring the jaws together properly. 


This discovery by Drs. Ernst and Coslcn should 


help physicians and dentists give relief for pain in 
this part of the head.

Nobles and Kings Lucky 
To Find Casile Station 
In medieval times a feudal lord’s 
home literally was his castle. But 
more than a home in most cases 
was this castle. It was a fortress 
into the protection of which the 
feudal lord and his retainers could 
withdraw to stand a sustained siege 
when beset by enemies. 
The term castle (from the old 
French and Anglo-Saxon castcl) it­ 
self originally meant a circular 
mound of earth, flattened on top 
and surrounded by a ditch. Around 
the crest of its summit was a pali­ 
sade. After a while the term came 
to be applied to any isolated or 
detached citadel or fortification oth­ 
er than a temporary one, relates 
John A. Menaugh in the Chicago 
Tribune. 
The nobles and kings of the Mid­ 
dle ages constantly were engaged 
in feuds. The stronger their castles 
the more security they had in a 
world given over to strife and blood­ 
shed. 
Where nature provided a sizable 
hill or a lofty rock formation as a 
site for a castle the feudal lord was 
fortunate indeed. Otherwise he had 
to construct a mound or else crcct 
his castle upon level ground, de­ 
pending solely upon the thickness 
and height of its walls for protec­ 
tion.

The hair Is a form of skin tissue, j 
Every hair, no m atter where on the , 
body it is located, consists of the 
hair ahaft, the hair follicle, and the 
papilla. The follicle is slightly be- | 
low the scalp, is a hole-likc form a­ 
tion. and is set into the scalp at an 
angle. The follicle is surrounded by 
two layers of tissue, the inner layer 
of which develops into a small coni­ 
cal projection which is the papilla, 
or the hair bulb. 
It is the papilla 
that contains the blood vessels and 
Uie nerve connections that make the 
hair grow, declares a writer in the , 
Philadelphia Record. 
The hair shaft consists of several 
layers of cells. 
One contains the 
pigment that'determ ines the color 
of your hair. 
The outside of the ; 
hair consists of cells that overlap 
each other like the skin of a croco- i 
dile. It is this outer layer that con- ! 
tains the horny substance, similar ■ 
to that in the finger nails, which j 
gives resistance, strength and elas- ¡ 
ticity to the hair. 
Attached to each hair is a cluster j 
of glands that supply the natural 
oils to the hair and the skin. It is 
when these glands are overactive 
that the hair and .skin become too 
oily. 
When they are underactive, 
the hair and skm are too dry. 
Each hair has its own erector 
muscle. Fright makes this muscle 
contract and causes the hair to 
stand erect. 
Cold will produce 
goose pimples. 
All hair growth comes from the 
papilla. The hair moves forward in 
the follicle. 
The portion between 
the bulb and skin is the root of the 
‘hair. The hair shaft then emerges 
through the akin. 
The hair itself 
consists of tiny horny cells, and 
there are three layers of the hair 
cells. 
Upon their shape depends 
whether the hair is naturally curly 
or straight. 
Straight hair is cir­ 
cular, curly hair is oval. 
A normal head of hair contains 
100.000 individual hairs. Hair grows 
at an average rate of half an inch 
a month or six inches a year.

Linking Atlantic, Tacific Coasts 
On May 10, 1869, the first trans­ 
continental railway in the United 
States was completed when two en­ 
gines, one moving westward on the 
Union Pacific and the other moving 
eastward on the Central Pacific, 
met at Promontory Point, Utah. 
Here took place the ceremony of 
driving the last spike in this, the 
first railway linking the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. 
As this spike was 
driven, an electric spark gave the 
signal which sent telegraph mes­ 
sages all over the nation clicking 
off the words: “One, two, three— 
done!” The line provided the first 
rapid and reliable mail service 
across the continent and the news 
of its completion was joyfully re­ 
ceived throughout the nation, elab­ 
orate public demonstrations being 
held in many of the larger cities.

that if the sewage plants rould 
not be constructed a t the present 


tim e that at least the intercep­ 
tor sewers be constructed.

prepare for a battle in the courts 
against the S tale D epartm ent of 
H ealth’s expected compulsory or­ 
der, declaring discharge oí raw 
sewage into the Hudson ”a health 
menace.''

Inaugural of Firat President 
On April 30, 1789, George Wash­ 
ington

In medieval times a feudal lord's 


home literally was his castle. But 
more than a home in most cases 
*as this castle. It was a fortress 
into the protection of which the 
feudal lord and his retainers could 
•withdraw to stand a sustained siege 
when beset by enemies. 


The term castle (from the old 


French and Anglo-Saxon caslel) it- 
self originally meant a circular 
mound of earth, flattened on top 
and surrounded by a ditch. Around 


, the crest of its summit was a pali- 


sade. After a while the term came 
to be applied to any isolated or 
detached citadel or fortification oth- 
er than * temporary one, relates 
John A. Menaugh in the Chicago 
Tribune. 
. The nobles and kings of the Mid- 
dle ages constantly were engaged 
in feuds. The stronger their castles 
the more security they had in a 
world given over to strife and blood- 
shed. 


Where nature provided a sizable 


hill or a lofty rock formation as a 
site for « castle the feudal lord was 
fortunate indeed. Otherwise he had 
to construct a mound or else erect 
his castle upon level ground, de- 
pending solely upon the thickness 
and height i>t its walls for protec- 
tion.

Ride in Sleeping Cara 
Once Not So Pleaaant 
There was a tim e when tram s 
W'ere crude and even sleeping car 
equipment was far from what it was 
made later, according to a railroad 
employees’ magazine. In the early 
days of the sleeping car, a journey 
on one was regarded as a hazardous 
undertaking, and a medical journal 
of that period carried this bit of 
advice for those intending to “sleep 
on the cars.” 
“For men, a light cap, one that 
will cover the ears, so as to serve 
as a nightcap, will be desirable. 
In cold weather, a woolen cap is 
best. This cap should be put on as 
soon as the car is entered. A loose 
blouse should take the place of the 
coat usually worn. 
If there is a 
draught in the car, face it; do not 
let it strike the back. Have the bed 
made with the head toward the en­ 
gine; the dust will then be driven 
to the foot where it will do the least 
harm. 
But be sure to have suf­ 
ficient quantity of bedclothes to keep 
warm.

One-Time Papal Throne “ 
j | 
la a Magnificent Palace 
High above the strong, swift tide 
of the Rhone, at Avignon, in south­ 
ern France, there stands the Palais 
des Papes, the m ost magnificent 
and imposing structure of its kind ' 
in the world. It was built in the 
Fourteenth century, mostly during a 
period of 25 years. The walls rre 
13 feet thick. 
There are 39 towers to the Palais 
des Papes, and this huge Roman­ 
esque edifice, part of it m erging 
into the fortress-chapel guarding the 
famous Pont d’ Avignon, (and the 
road to the Mediterranean, incident­ 
ally,) reigning proudly over the 
beautiful Rhone valley with its ver­ 
dant, fertile plains, makes the tur­ 
bulent days of medieval France 
seem real, relates a writer in the 
Los Angeles Times. 
Avignon is within a few miles of 
the French Riviera and accessible 
to the many m edieval Roman towns 
of southern France, all of which 
present a never-ending pleasure to 
the traveler. 
The building of the Palais des 
Papes was really begun by Bene­ 
dict XII and finished 25 years later 
by Innocent VI, after Clement VI 
had added the beautiful conclave 
gallery, the Pontifical chapel and 
'the audience chamber, as well as 
rebuilding the church of his form er 
abbey, La Chaise Dieu, in the Forez 
mountains. 
Here he also built his 
own magnificent monument 


Reasons for 'Keyatone’ Nickname 
The nickname “Keystone” used for 
Pennsylvania, says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, is of doubtful origin, but 
the theory given m ost credence is i 
that it was so named because of ; 
its central position among the states 
at the time of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution. Other theories 1 
advanced are that the name is de­ 
rived from the arch of a bridge 
across the Rock 
creek between 
Georgetown and Washington, D. C., 
which contained 13 stones named for 
the 13 original states. The keystone j 
was marked with the letters “ P a.” j 
A drawing on display at the Ameri­ 
can Philosophical society, which 
was given to this country by France 
in 1784, represents the 13 American 
states in the form of a stona arch 
with Pennsylvania in the keystone 
position. Another suggestion is that i 
Pennsylvania waa the last colony to 
vote for the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence completing thus the “Arch 
of Liberty.”

Mutiny of King's Ship Bounty 
The English king s ship Bounty, 
commanded by Captain Bligh, was 
sent to Otaheite for breadfruit, and 
1 on th* return voyage the crew led 
by Fletcher Christian, the m aster's 
m ate. mutinied. 
The rebels forced 
Captain Bligh and 18 of the men 
into a boat and set them adrift, but 
they landed after a time at a Dutch 
settlement, and reached England. 
The British government sent Cap­ 
tain Edward Edwards to seize and 
bring home the rebels, and 14 were 
apprehended, but nine escaped. The 
captive* were tried by court-m artial 
and three were sentenced to death. 
Twenty years afterw ard, in 1806, the 
nine missing were heard of at Pit­ 
cairn island, but only one, Alexan­ 
der Smith, alias John Adams, was 
alive. 
He had become a religious 
man, and was farm er, schoolmas­ 
ter, physician, and pastor to 170 
inhabitants of the island. 
He died 
in 1820.

Thenicknime "Keystone" used for 


"ennsylvani*, says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, ii of doubtful origin, but 
the theory given most credence is 
that it wax so named because of 
its central position among the itatet 
at the time of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution.

sent to Otahcite for breadfruit, and 
on the return voyage the crew led 
by Fletcher Christian, the master's 
mate, mutinied.
